WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Saying 
that the Glass-Steagall bill to ar- 
rest deflation was a Democratic 
and not an administration measure. 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader of the Senate, 
declared today that enactment of 
the bill “probably will prevent the 
depletion of gold reserves to the 
danger point and should end runs 
on banks by depositors.” 

Robinson also contended that the 
proposed iegislation would be more 
eftective in preventing hoarding 
than any number of public meet- 
ings. This was an indirect criticism 
of President Hoover’s anti-hoard- 
ing campaign under the direction of 
Col. Frank Knox, Chicago pub- 
lisher. 

“People will continue to hoard 
money,” said Robinson, “until they 
feel that their funds are reasonably 
secure. When that feeling is re- 
stored, money will be brought back 
into circulation. If this bill accom- 
plishes this, in whole or in part. 
the tegislation will have been jus‘i- 
fied.” 

Two Amendments Offered. 

Senator Glass of Virginia, spon- 
sor of the bill, hoped for a fina] 
vote on the bill today, but the Sen- 
ate adjourned without reaching a 
vote.“ There are several amend- 
ments which may prolong debate. 
Among these are an amendment of 
Senator Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin. 
which in effect would prevent 
brokers’ loans by Federal Keserve 
members, and one by Senator 
Brookhart of lowa to permit loans 
to all member banks who have ex- 
hausted their eligible paper The 
Glass bill provides that the larger 
banks shall orgdnize to indorse the 
ineligible paper of the weaker 
banks. 

Senator Walcott (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, is expected to introduce 
an amendment to permit member 
banks with capital of $2.000,000 or 
less to borrow money through the 
Federal Reserve on their promis- 
sory notes. The Glass bil] sets the 
limit for such loans to member 
banks with capital of $500,000 or 
iess. Glass stated yesterday. how- 
ever, that he would not oppose on 
the Senate floor the increase of the 
limitation of $2,600,000. 

A Thrust at Hoover. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), 
tucky, suggested that this “state 
of fear ought not to exist now,” as 
President Hoover has said his anti- 
hoarding campaign already has 
caHed miilions of dollars back into 
circu tation. 

Robinson replied that it is not 
possible to stop hoarding by confer- 
ences and statements. He argued 
that it is “quite natural” for per- 
sons to resort to hoarding “when 
banks have failed in all parts of 
the country,” and to continue to do 
so “until they feel safe.”

TOKIO, Feb. 18.—Foreign Of-} 
fice circles said today official in- 
formation had reached Tokio that 
the first draft of the League of Na- 
tions Council’s note to Japan yes- 
terday on the Chinese-Japanes- 
controversy appealing to Japan’s 
“high sense of honor.” in the cise 
of Shanghai, had emanated from 
American sources. 

How Japan would reply to the 
note had not been decided late to- 
day but official opinion favored a 
reply questioning the _ legality of 
the Council's procedure, together 
with publication of a statement to 
the world, issued simultaneously. 
answering all the accusaticns con- 
tained in the note. 

The note contained wh appeal to 
“the high sense of honor of Japan,” 
anking her to cease hostilities in 
China and said the 12 neutrai 
members of the Council earnestly 
trusted Japan would “admit her 
obligations and justify the confi- 
dence imposed in her by the rest 
of the world.” 

“There are strong indications 
America had a finger in thjs pie,”’ 
an official declared. He said. 
however, that the first draft of the 
note, which, he asserted, was of 
American origin. was much more 
mild in form than the note which 
finally evolved from the Council's 
draftine committee. + 

In Foreign Office circles it was 
said the action of the 12 neutral 
members of the Council was ir- 
regular, illegal and “entirely inad- 
missi bic.” 

“Few members of the Council) 
now are empowered to aet in its 
name,” the spokesman said. “These 
12 councillors are not diplomate 
accredited to Tokio, nee they 
have no right to address the Jap- 
anese Government in the names of 
We intend 
to stress these legal objections in 
our reply.” 

“The document has created a4 
most unpleasant impression here,” 
he said, “and it is unacceptable 
because it is addressed to Japan 
alone. Those who sent it as 
sume thereby that Japan is the ag- 
gressor, whereas the fact is that 
China is the aggressor. 

“Such a one-sided appeal is un- 
precedented in the League’s his- 
tory.

“It is an honor to go to 
jail for the Indian cause, which 
is not only the cause of the indian 
people, but of all those who want 
justice in the worid.

SHANGHAIT, Feb. 18.—Gen. Ken- 
kichi Uyeda, commander of the 
Japanese forces in this area, served 
an ultimatum tonight on Gen. Tsat 
Tingskai, ordering the Chinese to 
withdraw 12% miles from Shang- 
hai by sundown on Saturday. 

The uttimatum followed the fail- 
ure Of a peace parley earlier in the 
day, during which the Japanne 
submitted this identical demand 
and the Chinese representatives re- 
jected it. 

The view in Shanghai was that 
the ultimatum was a preliminary to 
the heginning of the long-threat- 
ened major offensive by Japan. In 
preparation for that drive the Jap- 
anese have concentrated an army 
estimated at 26.000 men in this vi- 
cinity. The Chinese are thought to 
have twice that many soldiers, and 
in the comparative quiet of the past 
few days have been preparing a line 
of retreat in cage they should be un- 
jable to withstand a mass attack. 
Airplanes have beén brought up in 
considerable numbers by both sides 
and it was reported several days 
ago that the Japanese have a quan- 
tity of 600-pound aerial bombs. 

Artillery Again in Action. 

The ultimatum was delivered 
while guns were in action in the 
Chapei sector ia an artillery en- 
gagement which began immediate- 
ly after the peace parley broke 
down, 

In addition to demanding with- 
drawai from the immediate vicinity 
of Shanghai, Japan made as 4 con- 
dition of peace permanent dis- 
mantling of the Chinese forts at 
Woosung and Paoshan. The Chi- 
nese withdrawal, they stipuiated, 
must take them back 12% miles on 
both sides of the Whangpoe River 
and the saine distatice from the 
mouth of the Whangpoo. It was to 
be permitted that the withdrawal 
be observed by Japenese aviators 
as an assurance that it would te 
carried out property.

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Free Lodging and Dinner Given te. Them on 
First Night Building Is Opened 
by Father Butler.

Ninety-three homeless men were 
fed and sheltered last night In the 
old Muilanphy Hospital! building eat 
Montgomery and Coleman streets 
opened as a free lodging house by 
the Rev. John J. Butler, presides 
of the Catholic Charities of St. 
Louis. Quarters are available for 
250 or S00, 

Old men and young. with occa- 
sionally a timid youth obviousty 
undergoing a strange new experi- 
ence, they came from many walks 
of life and many sections of the 
city. “Where did you stay last 
night?” was one of the first ques- 
tions asked as applicants regis- 
tered. 

* Some in “flop houses,” where a 
man can get a bunk for 10 to 15 
cents. Some.at missions, in sheds, 
or abandoned buildings. “Outside” 
wa. the notation on more than a 
few registration bianks. “At the 
MeKinley Station.” one man _re- 
plied. “But it’s not so good there. 
You’ve got to sit up on the benches, 
and if you lie down—dut you go.” 

Some From City Lodging House, 

There were others from the Mu- 
nicipal Lodging House, attracted 
by the prospect of more commodi- 
ous quarters at the old hospital 
building. Those who could con- 
vince workers for the Bureau for 
Homeless Men, who had charge of 
registrations, that they had worked 
industriously when work was avail- 
atle and that their present condi- 
tion was not of their own making. 
were permitted to remain. Others 
were referred to the Municipal 
Lodging House. ’ . 

There were the expected last 
minute délays to be overcome be- 
fore all was ready at Father But- 
‘er’s lodging house, which is to be 
known as Ozanam Shelter for 
Homeless Men. Assurance had 
been given that 400 army cots 
could be obtained from Jefferson 
Barracks, but noon came, and 
there were no cots. Father But- 
ler drove to the Barracks and 
learned that Wednesday is a half- 
holiday, but at his ' ‘gent request 
the cots were loaded into trucks. 

A few minutes before 5 o’clock 
they arrived, and a score of the 


guests were recruited t carry 
them in and.set them up—four to 
the ordinary room. more. to -the 
others. The work was done with- 
in a half hour and the call for 
dinner sounded. 

The line ftled through the base- 
ment kitehen, each man receiving 
a graniteware pah with a gener- 
ous portion of corned heef «und 
cabbage, a votied potato, or two. 
if they were smail, a large cup of 
soup and several slices of bread. 
Each man when. he haé. finished 
took his dishes to a _ designated 
spot where the dishwashing crew 
was operating. 


Up then to the second floor rec- 
reation room formerly the hospital 
chapel, where there were benches, 
newspapers, magazines and a@ ra-. 
dio. Shortly after 8 o'clock the 
guests returned: to the basement 
where all were required to take a 
shower bath. Clothes were taken 
froin them and hoisted in a:-dumb 
waiter to the third floor fumigat- 
ing room. Each man nemves two 
blankets. 

A clinic had been set up where 
the old hospital clinic had been and 
there were three doctors from De 
Paul Hospital to examine the men 
and vaccinate those who had not 
been vaccinated. One husky youth 
was turned away because he ob- 
jected to vaccination. 

Lights were extinguished about 
9:20 o’clock and all was quiet unti] 
this morning, when the guests were 
aroused for a breakfast which con- 
sisted of warm cereal, bread and 
coffee. 

An Emergency Measure. 
The new lodging house is regard- 


ed as an emergency measure and 


not as a permanent institution. The 


building was made available by the 
Davghters of Charity of St. Vincent 
de Paul, who have agreed also to 
furnish medical] attention to guests 
who need it. The building had 
been vacant since completion of De 
Pau! Hospital on Kingshighway 
about a year and a half ago. 


‘The spacious grounds are fenced 
in, and guests will not be permit- 
ted to leave without special permis- 
sion. This is to keep them from 
wandering idly about the neighbor- 
hood, but those who want to leave 
in search of employment will be 
permitted to do so.

Contracts imposing “economic 
servitude,” use of the Federal in‘ 
junction and “so-called detectives” 
in industrial disputes, and the use 
of a city office to the benefit of 
one concern were denounced by 
Prof. J, M. Kiamon of Washington | 
University at thé annual meeting of 
the Sanitary Milk Producers yes- 
terday at St. Jacob, Ill, where 
plans were completed to raise 


$190,000 for.the milk strike against 
Pevely Dairy Co. 

Dr. Klamon’s tones were quiet, 

but his terms were vigorous. They 
met such applause from the 1200 
dairymen crowded in the Commun- 
ity Hall that he stopped once to) 
explain _that he was not trying to 
stir their emotions, but was using 
the ordinary language of the eco- 
nomist in considering facts com- 
mon in labor disputes. 
The individual farmer in at- 
tempting to sell his products to a 
concern financially many times’ 
more powerful tian himself was at 
the’ same disadvantage as an in- 
dividual workman trying to sell his 
labor power and had the same 
right to collective bargaining, he 
said. The organization of milk 
producers was not a movement to 
dominate the market, he declared, 
“but a movement to resist domina- 
tion by the strongest distributor in 
the market.” 

Kinds of Violence. 
“Physical violence is not the 
only type of violence,”he said. “The 
pressure which persons or concerns 
of superior financial strength can 
bring to bear is economic violence. 
There is only one way of settling 
a dispute of this sort without vioi-

ACQUITTED INKLING 
~ OF NEGRO ATTORNEY 


George McFarland Offered 
Alibi Defense in Shooting of 
Homer G. Phillips. 


George, McFarland, Negro youth, | 
4243W St. Ferdinand avenue, was 
found not guilty today on a charge 
of first degree murder in the slay- 
ing of Homer G. Phillips, Negro 
attorney, last June. : 

McFarland presented an alibi 
defense, testifying to the jury in 
Circuit Judge Beck’s Court yester- 
day that he was at a grocery on 
Goode avenue at the time of the 
slaying, which occurred early in 
the morning of June 18. Three wit- 
nesses supported the alibi. 

Shortly after the verdict was re-} 
turned, the State announced it 
would proceed with the tria] of Au- 
gustus Brooks, Negro youth charged 
with McFarland in the murder in- 
dictment. 

Both McFarland and Brooks 
were identified by two witnesses for 
the State, one of whom said that he 
saw McFarland fire five shots at 
the attorney and Brooks one. The 
other witness said he had seen the 
pair running from the scene. Phil- 
lips was killed on Aubert avenue 
neur Delmar boulevard, as he was 
wailking to a street car from his 
home at 1121 Aubert avenue. 

McFarland admitted he had 
spent the night previous to the 
slaying at Brooks’ home but said 
he had gone to a playground on 
Kennerly avenue and then to the 
grocery te buy a’ package of cigar- 
ettes. One of-his witnesses testi- 
fied to seeing him at the — play- 
ground and the other two said he 
was at the store. 

in answer to the State’s attempt 
to establish a motive in the dis- 
agreement between the McFarland | 
family and Phillips over a $1000 | 
fee the attorney asked for settling 
a $2000 estate, attorneys for Mc-' 
Farland presented evidence that | 
Phillips was also involved as a wit- | 
ness in an alleged perjury case and 
was scheduled to appear before the 
grand jury June 22. 

Police testified to arresting 
Brooks as he ran out of McFar- 
land’s home and said that McFar- 


jJland, at the time of his arrest, had 


given them a statement in which

18.—A new 
great depth in the Caribbean Sea, 
24,000 feet, has been discovered, 
giving scientists a possible clew to 
origin of earthquakes. 

The deép place, est ever 
measured in that region, has béen 
located almost on the spot where 
the Santiago, Cuba, earthquake cen- 
tered. ~The Navy announced today 
its discovery by the submarine 8-48, 
which is cruising in the Caribbean 
with a crew of scientists studying 
the cause of earth changes. 


The new sounding was made in 


the “Bartlett Deep,” an ocean 
trough south of Cuba. The great- 
est previous sounding there was 
227,620 feet. 


Some scientists think the Bartlett || 


Deep is an indication of a line of 
inward “buckling” of the earth's 
crust, possibly caused by shrinkage 
of the crust as the interior cools: 

Earthquakes around the Carib- 
bean originate along such a line of 
“buckling,” according to the the- 
ory of Dr. F. A. Vening Meinesz, 
Dutch scientist, who is on the 8-48. 
He has found similar regions in the 
East Indies and the Pacific. 


The Bartlett Deep is a great de-f 


pression in the sea bottom as large 
in extent as the State of Pennsyl- 
vanja, but shaped more like Long 
Island. 

The depth was measured with the 
sonic finder, a devise that registers 
depth by the time required for a 
sound. to travel to the sea bottom 
and be reflected back to the ship 
from which it came.

HOOVER MESSAGE 


Proposes New Offices That 
Will Create Expense In- 
stead of Economy, Gar- 
ner Declares. : 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Presi- 


dent Hoover was charged today by 
Chairman Byrns (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, of the House Appropriations 
Committee with being the most ex- 
travagant Chief I .ecutive the 


United States has had in peace 
time. 

This statément, made in the 
House, followed criticism of the 
recommendations made by Presi- 
dent Hoover yesterday by Speaker 
Garner and Representative Rainey 
of lllinois, the Democratic leader. 
They complained that the Presi- 
dent had made no specific recom- 
mendations for saving money. 

Opening a fight to get his bill to 
consolidate the War and Navy De- 
partments to the House floor for a 
vote, Byrns contended the only rec- 
onimendation President Hoover 
made “is for eight new high-sal- 
aried jobs.” 

Byrns said he was convinced the 
President's message “was sent 
here to stave off a report by the 
Expenditures Committee on the 
army and navy consolidation bill.’’ 
It is opposed by Mr. Hoover. 


Denounces Lobby. 

“There has never been such a 
powerful lobby before the House in 
opposition to a bill,” the Tennes- 
sean said. “I can show. you and the 
country that if this bill is passed, it 
will save $100,000,000 annually in 
operation expenses, without inter- 
fering- in the least with the effi- 
ciency of our fighting forces. If 
the President really favors consoli- 
dation in the interest of egonomy, 
why did he not favor the consoli- 
dation of the army and navy? We 
can save more money by the pas- 
sage of that bill than by consoli- 
dating all other bureaus and come 
missions.” . 

Representative Mapes (Rep.), 
Michigan, read a statement from a 
newspaper saying the era of co- 
Operation between the House Dem- 
ocrates and Republicans had end- 
ed and politics had begun. 

Rising in defense of President 
Hoover’s message, Mapes said he 
concurred with the newspaper, 
‘judging from the developments of 
the last few days and the speech of 
Mr. Byrns of Tennessee.” 

“President Hoover has a consis- 
tent record of 12 years on the pro- 
posed reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment through consolidation of 
bureaus,” Mapes went on. “He has 
been the leading proponent of Gov- 
erninent organizatien.” 

Non-Co-operation in Cabinet, 

Meanwhile, the President's spe- 
clal mnessage sent to Congress yes- 
terday, wus referred to ata hearing 
by the House expenditures Com- 
mittee on Legislation to consolidate 
the War and Navy Departments. 

In response to a question, Rep- 
resentative Williamson (Mep.), 
South Dakota. said President Hoo- 
ver had not brought about some 
of the changes he advocated be- 
cause he has been “unable te get 
co-operation from one rmiember of 
his Cabinet.” He did not name the 
Cabinet member.

TO CURTAIL HOARDING 


Issue in Small Denominations 
to Be Modeled After 
Liberty , Loans,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Plans 
for a Government bond . selling 
campaign to decrease hoarding— 
patterned after the first Liberty 
Loan drives—were announced to- 
day by Frank Knox, chairman of 
President Hoover's’ Anti-Hoarding 
Commission. 

The securities to be issued by the 
Treasury, Knox said, will be in low 
denominations. - Details of the is- 
sue, however, remain to be worked 
out at a conference with Secretary 
of the Treasury Mills. 

“I anticipate only one difficulty,” 
Knox said. “It is in getting a suf- 
ficient quantity of securities from 
the Treasury to satisfy the demand 
for them.” : 

Knox, publisher of the Chicago 
Daily News, conferred with the 
President immediately before mak- 
ing his announcement. He detailed 
it to newspaper men in an office 


*jadjoining that of the chief execu- 


tive. 

“From every quarter comes an 
insistent demand that this commit- 
tee provide the people whose 
money is out of circulation a sage 
and secure substitute for money 
now cached in teapots and safety 
deposit boxes,” said Knox. “The 
demand can be met only by an is- 
sue of securities that has the whole 
power of the Government behind it. 
I have said as much tothe Presi- 
dent and Secretary Millis.” 

He reiterated that the campaign 
to return $1,5080,000,000 to circula- 
tion would be “short and quick.” 
The real.work of his committee, 
titled the Citizens’ Reconstruction 
Organization, he said might well be 
wound up during the first week in

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Glass Wants Credit Extension Bill 
Passed to Reassure Timid Bankers 
And to F ortify the Gold Supply 


Says“ Psychological Effect” Will Stop “Hoard- 
ing by Federal Reserve Members,” Revive 
“Lending on. Authorized Securities.” 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. : 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The 
purpose of the pending credit-ex- 
pansion bill, which bears the name 
of Senator Carter Glass (Dem.), of 
Virginia, is two-fold: First, to re- 
assure timid bankers who, as Glass 
says. have ceased to function as 
bankers, and, second, to “fortify” 
the gold supply of the United 
States against possible demands 
from abroad. 

Botb these’ objectives were 
brought out in the Senate debate 
yesterday. They require a word of 
explanation. : 

Senator Giass stated his attitude 
in a comprehensive speech ex- 


plaining the bill. Taking note of 
criticism inspired by his previous 
opposition to all measures for 
“broadening the rediscount base” 
of the Federal Reserve System, the 
Virginia Senator said: 
“I have no apology to make for 
refusing to be put in the attitude 
of contumacy or obstinacy when 
those responsible for the adminis- 
tration of this government and for 
the great banking systems confront 
me with disclosures that would 
seem to indicate that something of 
this kind is necessary. 

“To Stop Hoarding.” 
“I conclude that, if only for 
psychological reasons, it is desir- 
able to give this assurance and to 
try by this means to get the:-mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve 
System to realize their responsibil- 
ities and their obligations to the 
nation and to stop hoarding and to 
lend money for proper purposes 
upon authorized securities.” 
The trouble with the banking 
community, said Glass, was that it 
had been “frightened to death.” 
“T have contested: from the be- 
ginning,” he said, “the persistent 
assertions that there was any 
urgent need for these devices, ex- 
cept the last one, (the one in- 
tended to fortify the gold supply 
‘against foreigg demands.) There is 
no paucity of eligible assets in the 
portfolios of the member banks of 
the Federal Reserve System, nor 
is there any basis for the shabby 
talk elsewhere about the Federal 
teserve System having broker 
down. It has not broken down. 
The member banks of the system, 
the banking community of the 
United States, have ceased to func- 
tion through abject fear and have 
communicated this fear to deposit- 
ors. That is where the breakdown 
is.”” 

Banks’ Eligible Assets. 
Glass said that the member 
banks of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem hold in their portfolios $2.- 
997.167.000 of eligible commercial 
assets and $5,564,461,000 of 
United States securities eligible for 
rediscount purposes, making total 
usable paper in-the immense vol- 
ume of $8.561,628,000. Of this 
sum, the last available quarterly re- 
port showed that they were redis- 
counting only $465,711,000. He de- 
nied that the major part of this 
eligible paper is held in New York, 
and read figures to prove, to the 
contrary, that it is widely distribut- 
ed throughout the country. 

Glass was asked why, in view of 
this condition, it was necessary to 
pass the pending bill, and he. re- 
plied that the necessity arose* from 
the fear psychology which had 
gripped the bankers. 

‘To Stop Withdrawals Too. 
“Tl am convinced,” he went on, 
“that this legislation is desirable, 
and I hope the Senate will pass it 
as speedily as possible. There are, 
at certain points, distressing cond!- 
tions, threatening conditions. Not 
only js this bill intended to produce 
a healthy psychology in the matter 
of lending money by the banks, but 
it is intended to produce a psy- 
chology that will appease the fright 
of depositors and arrest withdraw- 
als from banks; and withdrawals 
from a bank, even though it have 
eligible paper, might speedily ex- 
haust that paper. 
“If oe will just pass the bill,” 
Glass continued, “it will do more in 
10 minutes to stimulate redeposits 
in the banks than these mass meet- 
ings that are now being held 
throughout the country will do to 
drive thém out.” 
All the quoted discussion up to 
this point relates to the provisions 
of the bill, already set forth in the 
Post-Dispatch. whieh would permit 
the Federai Reserve Board to ac- 
cept securities for rediscount w ich 
are not now eligible under the Fed- 
eral Reserve act—in other words, 
to broaden the powers of the re- 
serve banks in lending to member 
banks. 

ln approaching the third propo- 
sal, which would permit the use of 
‘Government securities-as a basis 
for currency, Glass said he was per- 
plexed in his explanation “because 
it involves not only a domestic, but 

an international question.” 

70 Per Cent Instead of 40. 

Now the situation as it has come 
to tight in the debates is this: 
The law requires that behind ev- 


(currency) there must beat least a 


ery issue of Federal Reserve‘ notcs| 


40 per cent gold reserve, the bal- 
ance of the security being in eligi- 
‘ble paper. The gold in addition to 
this reserve and the further reserve 
that must be carried against depos- 
its is:what is known-as “free gold." 


The present amount of free gold 
in the United States ts $465,000,000. 
The gold reserve against note 
amonts to 76 per cent instead of 
the 40 per cent required by law. If 
more eligible commercial paper 
were .in hand, manifestly -the 
amount of the gold reserve against 
notes could be reduced (though not 
to a point below the required 40 
per cent) and a_i corresponding 
amount of gold would be added to 
the free gold supply. 


“But the banks, as Glass ex- 
plained, have not the commercial 
paper that would permit thie ex- 
pansion, and hence it is proposed 
for a limited period, to let them 
achieve the same result by -using 
United States bonds as collateral 
security behind notes. 

Gold Raid Threatened. 

Why is desirable to increase 
the free g upply? Glass ex- 
plained in his speech: 


“I suppose I may, without ex- 
ceeding the caution which ought to 
be observed, say that the reserve 
system has been threatened. with 
raids upon its gold supply by for- 
eign nations, notably by France. 
I would not have said that here 
had it not been publicly said else- 
where; so I repeat it here. There 
has been that threatening Bituation. 
the conjecture—and it is a conjec- 
ture—being that this foreign coun- 
try hopes to affect the attitude of 
this nation with respect to repara- 
tions and her indebtedness to the 
United States. I do not make that 
assertion; I say that is conjectured 
in sOme quarters. 

“Apparently the officials of the 
Bank cf France have outwitted 
some of the officials of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System and have them 
in that rather awkward position. 
The real purpose of this section of 
the bill is to put foreign natio%is 
upon notice that if they, in con- 
junction with their business men, 
want to raid the gold supply over 
here, we have this method of meet- 
ing the aituation.” 


Glass’ Meaning Brought Out. 
What Glass meant by the “out- 


witting of otr Federal Reserve of- 
ficials” came out in a colloquy be- 
tween him and Senator Reed 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania. 

“Is it not a fact,” asked Reed, 
“that this country is amply able to 
repay in gold every penny deposit- 
ed in this country by foreign gov- 
ernments or foreign citizens?” 

“At the present time, yes,” re- 
plied Glass. He added that he had 
no apprehension on that score, but 
that if we could not pay, the en- 
actment of the pending bill would 
enable us to pay. 

“Is not our position infinitely 
stronger,” asked Reed, “after-they 
have made their demand and had 
their payment than it fs if that 
money.is absorbed into the chan- 
nels of American trade and-ts sub- 
ject.to be drawn out on demand 
at any time?” 

“Yes,” repifed Glass, “and we 
would be still stronger if we had 
never let them impound it here.” 

“Exactly,” agreed Reed, “because 
we always let them send us money 
when we do not need it. and. let 
them take it when we needed it 
most,” 

“And we ought to have nerve 
enough*to reject it when they offer 
it,” said Glass. 

“T hope we will, next time,” said 
Reed. 

“T hope there will never be a 
next time,” said Glass. 


What Has Happened. 
What has happened is this: 


France has in this country upward | 
of $400,000.000, either in deposits | 
or in the form of bills of exchange 
or other securities, all payable in 
gold. This money is subject to 
withdrawal at any time. There are 
other foreign balances, estimated at 
around $200,000.000 subject - 10 
withdrawal.

THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 
The silver conference of representatives of 10 West- 
ern states, which has just opened at Denver, is of 
more than ordinary interest.. The fact that William 
Jennings Bryan Jr. made. the opening speech is 
itself symbolic, and provides a thread of continuity 
which connects this with the free silver movement of 
the last century. Although the elder Bryan was not 
the originator of the drive for the remonetization of 
silver, he became its most famous champion. His 
“cross of gold” and “crown of thorns” speech and 
his dramatic campaign of 1896 have forever linked 
the name of Bryan and silver in American history. 

Although not always clearly differentiated, either 
in the minds of the partisans of silver or the general 
public, three distinct ideas are involved in the no 
tion that some action in regard to silver will help 
to cure the depression. The first is the question of 
the prosperity of the silver miners; the second is the 
relation of the price of silver to the purchasing pow-

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France’s Present Reparations Policy 


By Walter Litpmann 


PARIS, Feb. 17 
HE month of June lies between 
T French elections, which must be held 
not later than May, and the expiration 
of the Hoover moratorium, which would 
on uly 15. 
That is why June has been selectéd as the 
time for the meeting at Lausanne of the 
proposed conference on reparations. KH is 
acknowledged that politicians facing an 
election cannot deal inteliigently with the 
problem of intergovernmenta!l debts, a senti- 
menf that Hoover wil! appreciate. The in- 
tention is to effect a three months’ truce 
on oratorical declarations by heads of gov- 
ernments and te employ the time to nerco- 
tiate what would be essentially a Franco- 
British understanding. 

The French Gevernment has rejected the 
British proposal. made last December, ca!i- 
ing either for direct and immediate cancel- 
lations of reparations or indirect cancella- 
tion by Smeans of a five-year moratorium. 
The French counter-proposal, which has not 
been accepted, embodies what might Le 
called the latest phase of the French offi- 
cial philosophy on the subject. It needs 
to be understood if the French position sis 
to be appreciated. It may be said, and I 
think, that the French Government no long- 
er ceunts upon the receipt of substantia! 
payments from Germany. It is concerned 
with these things: First, that the legal basis 
of the peace settlement shall not be de- 
stroyed: second. that Germany shall not 
emerge from the crisis with special eco- 
nomic advantages: third. that the French 
taxpayer shail not have to pay the war 
debts.

It ts to effminate this kind of special ad- 
vantage that the French Government is pro- 
posing that Germany be asked to bond her 
railways to an amount which will produce 
an anpuity of 660,000,000 reichsmarks. 
They are willing to have these bonds pay 
no interest for tw® years. They de not in- 
sist upon any particular division of the pro- 
eeeds ameng Germany's creditors, They. do 
insist that the fixed charges be continued 
so that in a general recovery Germany shall 
not have acquired advantages by the process 
ef.bankruptey. Ht is beliewed in Paris that 
this potnt of view wil? gradually impress 
British industrialists. . 7 

The French attitude toward 
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‘the debt to : 


America is accompanied by a teaited cf 
deep embarrassment. On the one hand 
there is the solid determination of the 
French people not to pay if they are not 
paid. On the other hand. there is the prin- 
ciple of the sanctity of contracts which ifs 
the basis of all French dealings with Ger- 
«enany. This moral defect in their position 
is quite plain to French logic. 
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For the moment one can hear in Paris 
any number of arguments to explain awuy 
the dilemma. The most effective. to my 
mind, is that when President Hoover 
posed the moratorium in June he ruptured 
the Young plan of which the United States 
is not a signatory. and associated repara- 
tions and war debts under the single cate- 
gory of intergovernmental debts. The 
French say that President Hoover destroyed 
Germany's will to pay reparations and that 
the United States is morally bound toe a-- 
knowledge the. consequences to France. 
Why, they ask, should the United States 
presume, even without consulting Germany’s 
chief creditor, to suspend Germany's pay- 
ments unless the United States recognizes 
that all the debts are really one great 
transaction ? 

That some such argument as this wil! 
be used if Congress refuses to reconsider 
the Freneh debt is certain. It is a power- 
ful argument tn morals if not in law. But 
actually the effort will be made to settle 
the problem rather fhan to debate prin- 
ciples. That is the reserved purpose of the 
proposal to bond the German railwars. 
These bonds would provide a fund quite 
insufficient to pay all the claims of all the 
creditors, but still something substantia! on 
which the governments might, by scaling 
down, reach a compromise. 

A compromise involving substanfia! sacri- 
fices by every country is the only possibie 
solution which can avert repudiations*or 
defaults and all that they imply in the way 
ef.a brutalization of international in- 
tercourse. ublic men have a very grave 
responsibility, and any man whe commits 
himself against the possibility of a com- 
promise. is causing a dé@ep injury te the 
whole world. There seems to be a centic- 
man's agreement in Europe to cease making 
public comments until the Lausanne con- 
ference meets. It would deo much good :f 
our presidential candidates did likewise.

Just Another “Break.”’ 
A MERICA is going to get an- 


other break. Walter Lin- 
drum, the first world billiard 
champion (Enaglish style) to visit 
America in 15 years, is to tour 
Canada and possibly this country. 
He is an Australian and arrives 
in New York this week. He 
brings with him a record “break” 
(run) of 4100 points, 

Many St. Louisans will remem- 
ber the visit to the city of the 
former British champion, Mel- 
bourne Inman, who played 
against our own Willie Hoppe in 
exhibition matches at English 
and American styles in almost 
every major city in the United 
States. : 

The effect of Inman’s visit to 
this country was the introduc- 
tion here and elsewhere of En- 
glish style billiard tables as well 
as the attractive game of 
“snooker pool.” 

Inman never was able to mas- 
ter the American game, to any 
extent. But Hoppe became so 
expert at English billiards that 
he could hold his own with the 
Briton. 

Willie, like Frank Ives, proved 

that the American style makes 
for a better general knowledge of 
billiards than the British style of 
play, which is a combination of 
caroms and pocket billiards, the 
English table having pockets like 
a “pool” table, only with smalier 
mouths. Frank Ives, in playing 
-the British champion Réberts 
abroad 25 years ago, jawed the 
object balls in one of the pock- 
ets and ticked off enough points 
to win. 

Lindrum apparently is not go~- 
ing to play American style bil- 
liards in this country, but will 
content himself with giving ex- 
hibitions at English style with 
Tom Newman, former British 
champion, as his opponent.

Reveal Tendency 
Toward Cruelty.

[) your young son’s delight 
playing hold-up games with toy 
pistols indicates that he may turn 
out a highway robber? Or if his 
excitement in mock battles indi- 
cates he is of a blood thirsty turn 
of mind? Do you have doubts as 
as to whether your. husband’s ab- 
sorption in detective stories may 
not. indicate that at heart he is 
criminally inclined? Or, maybe 
you have a daughter whose violent 
tantrums lead her to do and say 
unaccountable things that you fear 
may cause her in an unguarded 
moment to do somebody bodily 
harm. ' 
You can find the answer to these 
doubts by submitting your dear 
ones to a series of questions de- 
vised by Joseph Hawthorn of the 
Psychology department Washing- 
ton University. It is a test he has 
developed which has been 
checked most exhaustively as ‘to 
its validity and reliability and will 
appear in the current issue of the 
Journal of Social Psychology as 
another of those standards of men- 
tal measurement and the first at- 
tempt at a test applying only to 
behaviorisms which lead or tend 
toward crimes against the person, 
Prof. Hawthorn said in an inter- 
view that at the rate the crime of 
murder is increasing, he thought 
the field he had chosen for his in- 
vestigation a most socially signifi- 
cant one. Like all psychoanalyste 
he believed that behavior tenden- 
cies and their causes once discov. 
ered and understood are capable of 
treatment. It is to that field of 
crime prevention, almost. totally 
neglected in favor of crime punish- 
ment, that his contribution is made. 
“If the test does have any predic- 
tive value, it is offered as a means 
of recognizing the inciptent gang 
killer and murderers of various 
Sorts before they commit 


acts,’’ he said.
